The organizer who has become president of the 
United States shows a gift of imagination in his 
summary of the law observance situation. That which 
appeals to him as a man trained in evaluating facts 
by comparison, and contrasts, by statistics and by!

him an ability to sec this problem as an enginee: 
should. He lays before the annual meeting of the As- 
sociated Press the facts, he points out the trend of | 
events and he proposes his solution. | 

Back of all the present difficulty lies the indif- 
ference of the citizen. Busied with his own affairs, 
striving to succeed in his work or his business, the 
average man likes to be touched as lightly as possible 
by his government. He has few enough contacts with 
it, and often he manages to lessen their number. We! 
would say that the places at which the run of men 
come in relationship with government are three-fold:

|. As a voter. | 
| 


2. As a taxpayer. 

3. As a juror. 

It used to be that all the substantial men of a 
community were morc or less clirectly concerned as 
unofficial enforcers of the common rules of behavior. 
But with increasing complexity in our organization, | 
the actual law enforcing duties have been placed in 
the hands of specialists and political appointees. 

Everyone knows the vote is never 100 per cent. 
and is seldom much over 50 per cent of the amount 
made possible by the qualification of electors. Of the 
three duties of citizens, that of voting is the one most 
vital and the one easicst to evade. 

The taxpayer is a marked man. He struggles 
against too high charges, but he seldom docs it as} 
earnestly as do those organized minorities who arc] 
always ready to plunge the state, or nation into | 
new financial obligations. | 

Jury duty, the third important contribution of the 
citizen in peace time, 1s systematically avoided by | 
all those who have the largest stake in their com- 
munity. It is easy for a businessman and for many 
professional men to obtain excuses, and that leaves to 
less interested persons the task of backing up the law. 
It should be noted with grave concern that our sys- 
tem provides no hired man of the county shall make 
the decision as to whether defendant shall go to pris- 
on or pay a fine; that decision rests solely with citi- 
zens. The same democraiic ideal prevailed in Genera! 
Crowder’s method of drafting men for the war. Cit- 
zens, not officers of the government, made the selec- 
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tions. 

Court procedure requires fundamental revision; 
jury commissioners should be charged with the work 
of keeping the lists so that there would be not such 
spectacle as that of a panel containing the names of 
dozens of deceased or removed citizens. 

As to the press it should accept, President Hoov- 
er's suggestion. We all know how easily influenced 
weak minds are by suggestion. Every day there are 
examples of wrongful acts committed in a spint of 
smart aleckry or with the notion that a fatuous public 
will condone. When it is consisiently represented to 
all that the way of the transgressor is indeed hard, 
then the press will have made a real contribution to- 
ward the solution of our chief problem.
